munist prisoner of war rebel- 
ion in a rip-snorting 2y> hour 
jattle that made a shamblets 
of notorious Compound 76 
and uncovered a prisoner plot 
to seize the island. 


Thirty-one prisoners were killed 


and 139 -wounded in the bloody 
fighting. Autopsies showed that 12 
prisoners were killed by their fel- 
low Reds with crude spears. 


American Killed 


One American was killed and 1J 


were wounded. The slain American 
had been speared to death and not 
killed by a concussion grenade as 
first reported. Only one American 
was seriously wounded. Seven re- 
turned to duty and the others will 
go back in. a few days. 


The fight broke out when the 


POWs disobeyed orders to move 
peaceably into new, smaller en- 
closures of about 500 each. 


U.S. army intelligence officers 


found a master plan in 78 to liber- 
ate all 80,000 Communist prisoners 
held on Koje. It called for the 
Reds to seize the island and its 
U.N. garrison and turn its weapons 
against any force from the main- 
land.

URBANA—A University of Illi- 


nois livestock marketing specialist 
today explained why farmers now 
arc getting up to 36 cents a pound 
liveweight for beef animals and 
yet steaks are selling at over *1 a 
pound. 


W. J. Wills says, to begin with, 


the animals are not all meat. For 
example, a 1,000-pound choice steer 
produces only about 600 pounds of 
meat. Then additional shiink and 


cutting loose* leave only MO pounds 
of retail beef. 


Of this, 540 pounds, about 300 


pounds, or over half, are repie- 
sented by chuck roast, hamburger, 
stew me'at and fat. All together 
these cuts sell on the average for 
about half as much per pound as 
steak. 


Wills says when you also con- 


sider costs of slaughter, process- 
ing, transportation, retailing and 
other marketing functions, you can 
understand the spread between 
farm and store-counter prices. 


Most of the actual mark-up per 


pound comes at the retail level, 
with the bulk of it in the form of 
labor and store overhead costs. 
Meat-packing plants usually make 
their operating expenses and profit

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Movie People Predict Worst Is Over 


and They Will Live 


Despite television, there are more motion picture theaters 


in operation now than a year ago due to a continuing boom in 
drive-ins. 


The Council of Motion Picture organizations says 23,199 


film theaters were in operation at the start of this year—a 
net gain of 79 over a year earlier. It's the highest total since 
the pre-depression peak of 23,344 in 1929. 


But, citing statistics from the Department of Commerce 


and from Film's Daily Yearbook due out later this week, 
Compo discloses this significant fact: There was a gain of 828 
drive-ins and a decline of 749 four-walled theaters during this 
year, 
* 
* 
« 


A spokesman emphasized two points, however. One, due 


to defense restrictions on materials, it has been much easier 
to build drive-ins than conventional theaters. Two, most of 
the new four-walled theaters have larger seating capacities 
than those that have been closing. He said a survey in the 
St. Louis area, for instance, showed 42 houses closed and 36 
new ones opened in a five-year period, but the new ones had 
more total seats than those that closed. 


Drive-ins, meanwhile, have mushroomed from insignifi- 


cant numbers five or'six years ago to a total, according to 
Film Daily, of 4,151 at the start of this year—or 18 per cent 
of all film theaters. In the first quarter of this year, 86 new 
drive-ins were opened, and 10 four-walled theaters. 
• * * 


Most industry officials are frank in admitting that tele- 


vision has had a lot to do with many of the theater closings 
and a decline in movie attendance from 80 to 90 million a week 
at the 1946-47 peak to around 55 million a week now. 


Leonard Goldenaon, president of United Paramount 


Theaters, says surveys definitely show attendance is down 
more in TV areas than in those without TV. 


"Nevertheless," he adds, "continuing surveys show that 


inroads of television upon the box office moderate after the 
novelty and installment period of set ownership have passed."

Goldenson also makes a point of many others in the in- 


dustry emphasize: During World War II and immediately aft- 
erward when Americans had high incomes and little to spend 
them on, the movies boomed to abnormal levels that hardly 
could have been expected to last. And. he says, those con- 
ditions also "brought into operation hundreds of motion pic- 
ture theaters which under any other conditions could not 
ihave operated."

While movie people are plenty worried about television, 


most of them predict the worst is over and that attendance 
jwill go up—although not to the boom levels of'five and six 
.years ago.

At a certain point in the 
play, that opponent closes up his 
six cards and makes each draw 
Irom the stock pile without open- 
ing up his hand. What is going on? 
i Clearly, that player is in out 
position. He knows exactly what 
he needs to meld out, and he is loo 
lazy to sit up and look at his hand. 
He is doing you a favor by warn< 
ing you that he is drawing for out, 
and you would be very foolish if 
you ignored that warning. 
• If a tricky player acts in th« 
same way, however, you don't as- 
feume that he is drawing for out 
He probably has a hopeless hand 
and is trying to panic you into 
fielding out.

j How do you know the difference 
It's just a question of awareness—

| Take another simple case. A 
fxperienced player has been dis 
carding wifely for several round 
jnto a frozen discard pile.

They lived with her family because Mr. Murray's fine broth of a boy 
didn't provide a home for them and she had, of course, bought all 
the baby's clothes.

The power to call on all New York CIO members to obey any 


order Issued by Quill or any of his subordinates has never been 
waived. The same power belongs to Timothy Flynn, of San Francisco.

in political campaigning. 


They Worry 


Up to now. all they ferried about 


were MacArthur's speeches, state- 
ments and support of Sen. Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio for the republican 
presidential nomination. But un- 
less he resigned from the army 
ah-jad of time acceptance by Mac- 
Arthur of any bid to keynote the 
GOP convention would lead to even 
more fingernail biting. For the 
regulations specifically ban "activ- 
ity at political conventions" and 
"the making of political speeches." 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower freed 


himself for such activity by apply- 
ing for retirement and getting it.

prisoners' trenches. B a y o n e t s 
plunged into Reds who resisted. 
Some of the wounded fought as 
long as they could move. Thirty 
minutes after the fight started the 
field was strewn with dead. 


Slay Fellow Inmates 


Many of the dead prisoners were 


slain by fellow inmates. Maj. David 
Korn, Richmond, Va., said he saw 
Red leaders kill at least five oJ 
their own men who tried to surren- 
der. 


"They were stuck in the stom- 


ach with spears." he said. 


In the trenches that surrounded 


all buildings bodies of decapitated 
Communists were found. 


Three hundred hate-spitting Reds 


made the last stand in the rocking, 
roaring battle. They lunged with 
their home-made spears from the 
south side of the compound. 


A half dozen Patton tanks roared 


into the compound and trained their 
guns on the die-hard group but 
held their fire. Many of the 300 
threw down their spears hopeless- 
ly and surrendered. 


The fighting over, prisoners were 


trucked off to the new enclosures 
stripped, fingerprinted and given 
new clothing. Among the subdued 
irisoners were three women and a 
amily including an 8 year old boy 
his 14-year-old brother and their 
father.

Smyth was dismissed by Presi- 


dent Truman Nov. 28 on charges 
of "failing to manage his office 
properly" after a federal grand 
jury was called to investigate re- 
puted scandals in his department. 


He then was 'charged with back- 


dating returns for himself and his 


wife in an effort to evade $402 in_ 
penalties and interest. 


The accusations of an improperly 


managed office led to indictments 
against several Smyth aides. His 
ousted chief deputy. Paul V. Doyle, 
awaits trial on a charge of back- 
dating returns for three estates.

Killer on 
The Market 


NEW YORK -CAP)- Animals 


and insects and handy aids for 
home and office all come into the 
new products field this week. 


On the insect front is a double- 


threat killer for the home. It is 
an oil'containing a pyrethrum in- 
secticide that can be burned or 
sprayed to get rid of flying insects 
that "break up front porch parties 
or picnics day or night. 


The oil is burned in an old fa- 


shioned oil lamp with a reflector. 
That repels the little nuisances. If 
they persist, uncrew the lamp from 
the base, fit the base with the hand 
operated plunger-type spray, and 
push vigorously. The spray is a 
contact killer. Distributed by Rubi- 
con Inc. of New York.

For bigger and better pigs, Com- 


mercial Solvents Corp. of Terre 
Haute. Ind., has developed a pellet 
containing 1.000 units each of baci- 
tracin which is described as "a 
favored antibiotic for stimulating 
growth of nursing pigs."
